James A. Rose, candidate for Secretary 
of Statte, is a resident of Golconda, Pope 
been County Superintend- 
ent of Schools in his county and has also 
been State’s-Attorney in this county. 

In 1889 ex-Gov, Fifer made him a trustee 
of the Reform School at Pontiac After 
serving less thar a year he was appointed a 
Commissioner of the Southern lllinois Peni- 
tentiary and served in this position until the 
coming in of the Democratic administration.

In 1888 he was re- 
elected to this office. He was the nominee 
of the Republican party in 1892 for State 
Treasurer, but was defeated with the rest of 
the ticket in the landslide of thatyear. He 
is known as one of the active Republicans of 
the State. : 

Mr. Hertz is a member of the Odd-Fellows 
fraternity, the Royal Arcanum, Royal 
League, Knights of “Pythias, I. O. M. A., 
Knights of Honor, and a member of Coven- 
ant Lodge No: 526, A. F. & A.M. Helsa 
32°: Mason, ‘and a member of the Mystic 
Shrine.

Edward C. Aiken, candidate for Attorney-

He attended the public schools of 
Joliet and was afterward a student at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. For four years he was paying 
and receiving teHer in the First National 
Bank of Joliet, Tl. 

He was City Attorney of Joliet in 1887 and 
State’s-Attorney for Will County in IS5SS, 
leading the State and county tickets by 8vV0 
votes. He was reélected to this office in 
i892. «In the spring of i895 he was elected 
Mayor of Joliet, receiving nearly aS many 
votes as were. given both his opponents. 

He is known for his tact in organizing pol- 
itical forces for work and has a reputation 
as a public speaker throughout the State. 
His course while in public life in Joliet has 
made him one of the most popular men in 
that city and his friends are legion. 

James 8S. McCullough, the candidate for 
State Auditor, was born in Franklin County, 
Pa. In 1854 he removed with his father’s 
family to Urbana, Champaign County, IIL, 
where he lived until the summer of 1862, when 
he enlisted in Company G, Seventy-sixth 
Illinois Infantry Volunteers. 

He was discharged honorably after serv- 
ing his full time as a private soldier. On 
April 9, 1865, he was hit by a shot in his left 
arm, which injury resulted in the necessity 
of amputating the arm to save his life.

Wanted to Put ina Loop. 


The telegraph companies desired fo put a ° 


loop into Mr. McKinley’s residence and read 
off the bulletins to him as sent out from 
Springfield, but he said he preferred not to 
hear so much, and consequently the news he 
obtained’ was delivered to him by telephone 
and contained in dispatchés from friends in 
the convention. One of his secretaries, a 
man who had been with him for years, once 
said that McKinley’s face could not be read: 
he had seen him under stress of every sort 
and declared that he had never yet lost his 
head, or in any of the important affairs of 
life permitted the secrets of his heart to be- 
tray themselves by his expression, 

As some friends were sitting in his office 
chatting away a message was received by 
telephene concerning an Interesting situa- 
tion at Springfield. All could hear the mes- 
sage being repeated, and, though every one 
else gave eager ears, he ¢ontinued his con- 
versation with a friend, never once 
breaking off, and to all appearances indiffer- 
ent to the news, Which could not but prove 
interesting to him.

TWO NEW BUTTONS OUT. 


HARRISON AND LINTON BOOMS AP- 
PEAR IN THE HALLS OF CONGRESS. 


Inscriptions for the Ex-President Are 
Eagerly Sought After and the Sup- 
ply Is Exhausted Immediately— 
The Michigan Man Distributes His 
Own Advertising Among Friends 
in the House—Gen. Dudley Heads an 
Indiarmu Delegation at the Capliol. 

Washington, D. C., April 30. —(Special.]— 
Two new campaign buttons made their ap- 
pearanee at the Capitol today and excited 
considerable comment, although the names 
of the new Richmonds in the field have been 
discounted already. Some of the members 
of the Indiana delegation commenced the 
distribution of/ buttons bearing the portrait 
of ex-Presidefit Harrison encircled by an 
inscription which read, ‘‘ Harrison and Suc- 
cess, 1806."’ 

These were eagerly sought after, but could 
only ‘be obtained in limited quantities, and 
the idea prevails that they had merely been 
put out as feelers to ascertain what the sén- 
timent is regarding the candidacy of the ex- 
President for a renomination. 

Simultaneously with the appearance of the 
Harrison button there was.a delegation of 
Indianians headed by Gen. W..W. Dudley 
at the Capitol, and it was noticed that after 
the departure of the Hoosier contingent the 
Harrison buttons made their appearance on 
the lapel’ of members of the Indiana Con- 
gressional delegation. 

Congressman Linton was honored with a 
button which set forth his claims for the 
Presidency, the inscription being, “ For 
President, William 8S. Linton.’ 

There was no allusion to the A. P. A. or any 
other organization, and the Linton boom was 
launched by the Michigan Congressman per- 
sonahy. He had provided himself with a 


‘number of these buttons before coming to 
> the Capitol today, and whé@re he thought 


they could be placed advantageously he 
planted the seed, evidently with the hope 
that it might bring forth fruit and create a 
demand for him which he could not refuse.

On Wednesday in his cell in Moya- 
mensing Prison, Philadelphia, where he will 
be executed May 4, Holmes consulted’ with 
Mr. Bullock, Dr. Hiram C, Carter, the In-? 
dianapolis. Coroner, who found him guilty 
of the Pitzel boy’s death; Detective Geary of 
the Fidelity Insurance company; and 
Samuel P. Rotan,. his counsel during his 
trial. Holmes brought on Coroner Carter 
at his own expense to hear the evidence 
which has been collected by Attorney Bul- 
lock. He seeks to prove that Howard Pitzel 
was seen in Irvington, five miles from In- 
dianapolis, Oct. 10, the night he was mur- 


. dered, or disappeared, accompanied by two 


men. One of them, Holmes says, is the mys- 
terious Hatch,-whom he alleges is guilty of 
the murdersicharged to him. Coroner Carter 
returned to |Indianapolis tonight, promising 
to investigate Holmes’ story and reverse his 
decision if the evidence warrants such ac- 
tion.

WHITE SCHOOLS. 


Long Island Colored Man Fined fora 
Novel Offense. . 

New York, April 30.—[Special.]—Stephen 
White, colored, was fined $10 by Justice B. 
Frank Wodd at Jamaica, L. I., today. He 
was charged with viglating the compulsory 


- education law in not sending his 14-year-old 


son to the school set aside for colored chil- 
dren. This’ was his second trial for the same 
offense, as he was fined $10 several weeks 
ago. The father insisted that his «son, be 
permitted to enter a school for white chil- 
dren, but the Board of Education refused. 

The specific charge upon which White was 
tried today was keeping his children home 
from school three days, from April 10 to 
April 13. The. Superintendent of Schools 
had never’ made any 

attempt ta have’ his child admitted to the 
white schdol. He said that other colored 
people’ had’ d@ne so; and he had assigned 
their: children to the colored school. 

Tomorrow Samuel B. Cisco, who first de- 
fied the Bdard of Education and:started the 
epresent’controversy, will be placed on trial 
‘for an offense similar to that of White. 
White's is the fourth conviction of the kind 
in Jamaica. Appeals are now pending in two 
of these cases. 


END OF NEW YORK’S LEGISLATURE. 
Last Sennen of the Body of 1896 Held 
Yesterday. 

New: York, April 30.—[Special.]~The New 
York Legislature at Albany’ for 1896 came 
to an end today. In all 2,991 bills were in- 
troduced, and of these Gov. Morton at- 
tached his signature to only 423. There 
were many grabs for spoils, nearly all of 
which were defeated in time. The Legisla- 
ture will go down into history famous for 
making the Haines excise law. It also an- 
nexed an unwilling Brooklyn to an ambi- 
tious New York. The last bit of information 
that came out of Albany was New York's 
tax rate for 1806. It is .269. The tax rate 
for 1895 was .324, showing a reduction‘ for 
1896 of fifty-hundredths of a mill. It is es- 
timated there will be this year $3,000,000 in 
receipts froin the new liquor tax law. Not 
estimating any receipts from this source, the 
tax rate for 1896 would have been nine-hun- 

dredths of a mill greater than in 1895.

His Interference in Behalf of Cuba Is 
Admitted Generally.

Madrid, Spain, April 30.—{Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—Despite denials from 
official circles’ that the Pope, through the 
nuncio here, has urged Spain to accept 
American mediation in Cuban affairs, there 
is an impression, especially anftong military 
men and Cuban representatives, that the 
report is true. 

It is considered here that the explosion in 
the Governor-General’s palace in Havana 
was caused- by separatists. Those in Cuba 
and also those in Paris have made no secret

Only Way to Secure Peace.

M. Meline concluded with ad- 
juring Parliament not to raise irritating 
questions in the interest of France, which, 
he asserted, thirsted for peace and tran- 
quillity. 

Meline has received a nickname that may 
prove a handicap. It is ‘‘ Le Pére Famine ” 
(father famine). 

The statement of the Prime Minister was 
heartily applauded. The Senate then, by a 
vote of 214 to 42, refused to consider a pri- 
vate member’s proposal fora rev ision of the 
Constitution. 

In anticipation of the announcement of the 
‘ministerial program the galleries of the 
‘Chamber of Deputies were crowded today 
and there was a full attendance of mem- 
bers. Premier Meline’s statement was 
greeted with applause by the Centrists, par- 
ticularly in its denunciation of the Social- 
ists. ; 4 

M. Goblet maintained that the Cabinet 
had been chosen from outside of the Repuh- 
In the forma- 
tion of a Cabinet, he added, the Chamber of 
Deputies, and not the Senate, should have 
been consulted. He expressed the hope that 
the Deputies would vote against the govern- 
ment. 

M. Paul Deschanet spoke earnestly, advo- 
cating revision of the Constitution., M. Me- 
line replied that it was impossible for the 
ministry to discuss the question of revision 
at:this time, but that the matter would come 
before the Chamber of Deputies in due sea- 
son. The Premier then asked the Chamber 
for a vote of'confidence. He declared that 
harmony between. the Chamber of Deputies 
and the Senate is necessary ® the proper 
conduct of the government, At the same 
time, he added, the government is ready to 
acknowledge the right of universal suffrage. 
The governmert program, M. Meline said, 
was based tpon the known wishes of the 
country. 

M. Bourgeois, Premier of the late Cabinet, 
asked M. Meline if the direction of the coun- 
try’s policy belonged to the Chamber of 
Deputies or to the Senate. The recent atti- 
tude of the last named body, M. Bourgeois 
said, was in the nature of an attempt to 
seize the direction of policy. 

The Chamber of Deputies, M. Bourgeois 
asserted, should uphold its vote of April 23, 
affirming the predominance of the repre- 
sentatives of unfversal suffrage and the 
Chamber’s determination to pursue a policy 
of democratic reform. Loud applause from 
members of the Left followed this declara- 
tion. M. Bourgeois concluded by saying: 
‘‘We stand ready for a dissolution of Par- 


“lament and for revision of the constitution. 


It is the duty of the National Assembly to 
define powers of the Chamber of Deputies 
and of the Senate.”’ 

M. Méline asked why it was that M. Bour- 
geois demanded that the present -govern- 
ment unJertake the revision. .of the Consti- 
tution when he had avoided that task him- 
self. The government he said, would re- 
pudiate that policy as tending to dangerous 
agitation. 

M. Ricard, Minister of Justice ‘iin the late 
Cabinete- reintroduced his motion of April 
23, to which M. Bourgeois had just alluded, 


and demanded urgency for it, which, on de-° 


mand of M. Meline, was rejected by a vote: 
of 279 to 251. 

Premier Meline then accepted a motion 
affirming the preponderance of universal

Woman Bacotion Comes Up Today. 


At 9 o’clock tomorrow morning the vener- 
able Bishop Bowman, senior Bishop of the 
Methodist Church, will call the quadrennial 

conference_of the church together and the 
delegates will begin to consider some very 
important problems. 

The conference is of more than ordinary 
importance, as efforts will be made to make 
some radical changes in the church govern- 
ment. In most instances these changes will 
be cofitested with determination. 

Tomorrow morning the contest over the 
question of admitting women delegates will 
take place, and it will depend largely upon 
‘the strength of the advocates of woman 
suffrage whether the question will be de- 
cided at once or be sidetracked for two or 
three days and perhaps longer. 

The position taken by the advocates of 
woman suffrage will be that women have a 
logical right to be seated according to the 


interpretation of those provisions of: the’ 


Methodtst discipline governing these points. 
It' will be claimed that at thé General Con- 
ference of 1872 the admission of women was 
conceded when the right.of laymen to be 
slelegates to the General Conference was 
granted. 

By that provision womédn were allowed to 
be members of the quarterly conference, 
which has the local government of the 
church in hahd. Women are also qualified 
and accepted as delegates to the electoral 
conference, which chooses by vote the dele- 
gates to the General. Conference. 
electoral conference Women are bona fide 
and recognized delegates, having the right 
to yote for delegates to the General Confer- 
ence. 


Right Is Already Conceded. 


The supporters of women delegates will 
‘tlaim thac the right to vote for a-delegate 
to the General Conference concedes the right 
*to be a delegate. 

The opposition will maintain that when the 
action admitting laymen as delegatés to the 
conference was taken they never contem- 
plated the admission of women. As the OD- 
position is in the minority they will also 
claim that the admission of women is uncon- 
stitutional.

MARSHALL FIELD. LEASE 18 SIGNED. 


Property at the Northeast Corner of 
State and Madison Streets 
Goes to C. D. Peacock. 
Marshall Field signed the lease yesterday 
of the northeast corner of Stateand Madison 
streets to Charles D. Peacock, jeweler, fora 
term of ninety-nine years at an annual rental 
of $50,000, without revaluation. All the re- 
quirements have been met by both parties to 
the transaction and the papers have been 

duly entered of record. , 7 

The deal is the largest consummated in the 
Chicago real estate market this year and was 
negotiated by the Campbell Investment com- 
pany, representing Mr. Peacock. On a5 per 
cent basis the land involved »53% feet on 
State street and 150% on Madison. It is 
valued at $1,000,000, which is at the rate of 
$18,867.92 a front foot and $125.23 a square 
foot. 

Under the terms of the contract Mr. Pea- 
cock is to erect a building on the property 
before the expiration of seven years to cost 
not less than $350,000. A bond of $150,009 
was executed for the carrying out of this part 
of the contract. .The building now on the 
lot is a five-story stone structure, built soon 
after the fire of 1871. 

In regard to the lease and the new build- 
ing Mr. Peacock:yesterday said: 

**It is my intention to construct a new 
building on the site which will be a credit to 
the locality and more than meet the terms of 
the lease. It is possible the building will be 
constructed within three years.”’ 

History of the Property. 

The lot leased was bought by Mr. Fiéld 
twenty years ago for $52,142.45. The ad- 
vance in value since that time has been 
twenty fold. There have been single years 
in which Mr. Field has received as much in 
rentals as the entire purchase price of the 
property. 

The lot is included in what is knewrras the 
“Old Fort Dearborn Reservation,’’ and 
what is now termed the “ Fort Dearborn 
Addition.’’ In the '30s Jean Baptiste Beau- 
bien, an Indian trader, thinking the govern- 
ment had abandoned the reservation, 
claimed the land by pre#@mption. He de- 


posited money in the land office for it and- 


received a certificate. Beaubien platted the 
tract, naming it ‘‘ Beaubien’s Addition,’’ and 
sold a number of lots. The government 
interfered, and Beaubien employed Daniel 
Webste and Richard M. Johnson to 
defend his suit. The case went to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
that body deciding against Beaubien. 
The land certificate was ordered canceled 
and the receiver was directed to pay back 
to Beaubien the original purchase money. 
The government a little later platted the 
reservation and sold itoutinlots. The Field 
property was bought from the government 
June 20, 1839, by Dr. Sylvester Willard, the 
consideration being $327. He conveyed the 
lot, with some other property, to Erastus 
Case, a down East clock manufacturer, Jan. 
8. 1842. Mr. Case sold it May 25, 1844, to 
Sheldon W. Peck, who in turn sold it to 
Leroy W. Boyce Dec. 8, 1845, the latter pay- 
ing $750. Mr. Boyce erected a neat two- 
story brick house upon the lot It stood 
back from the street, fronting on State 
street. He occupied it with his family until 
his death, in July, 1849. Willfam Jones, 
father of Fernando Jones, occupied’ it sev- 
eral years, and the latter spent e first 
years of his married life under its roof. 


High Price in Former Days. 


Before his death Mr. Boyce offered the 
property to William Jones for $4,500, but the 
latter declined to purchase, alleging that 
$4,000 was all that it was worth. After Mr. 
Jones left the heuse became a boarding 
place. 

After the fire Charlies, William, and Simeon 
Leonard Boyce, sons of Leroy W. Boyce, 
“erected the building which now occupies 
the ground. Renting was not active for four 


or five years, and the young men found it | 


necessary to sell the property, and found a 
purchaser in Marshall Field. 
“The valuation of the property,” said D. 

Campbell of the Campbell Investment 
company, “is fair to both parties, and all 
interested in the deal are well satisfied.”

WILLIAM WYCKOFF KILLS WILLIAM 
WEGNER AT LAKE AND MARKET. 


. 

Murderer Attempts to Escape but a 
Crowd Heads Him Off—Police Have 
Hard Work to Prevent Lynching— 
Crime Said to Be the Result of a 
Petty Quarrel Concerning the Fam- 
ilies of the Two Men-—Slayer and 
His Victim Neighbors. 

William Wyckoff shot and killed William 
Wegner yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock at 
Lake and Market streets. The killing was 
done in the presence of scores of persons, 
and was thé result of a petty quarrel con- 
cerning the children of the two families. 


_The murdered man had no chance for his - 


life, as Wyckoff came upon him unawares 
and fired two shots in quick succession, kill- 
ing him almost instantly. The crowd rushed 
up with threats of lyiching and the police 
had hard work to keép the infuriated men 
from stringing Wyckoff up on the spot. 
There was scarcely.a word between the 
two men when they met in front of Adolf 
Tippert’s saloon. Wyckoff drew his weap- 
on—an old-fashioned revolver—and leveled 
it at Wegner’s head. The first bullet en- 
tered the skull just behind the right ear, and

before the victim had time to fall a second 
bullet was sent through the left breast, just 
above the heart. 


Crowd Heads Off the Murderer. 

Wyckoff then turned to escape down Mar- 
ket street. He was headed off, however, by 
the crowd and was arrested by Policeman 
John Ryan, who ran from his stand at the 
bridge when the first shot was fired. Po- 
liceman James Swift disarmed the man and 
the policemen then had all they could do to 
protect their prisoner pending the arrival of 
the patrol from,the Central Station. Wyckoff 
was then hurried into the wagon and driv- 
en off. 

The body of Weetier was put in an ambu- 
lance’ to be taken to Rolston’s undertaking 
rooms, No. 11 Adams street. » Officers, on 
examination, thought there were indica- 
tions of life and a hurried run was made to 
the County Hospital. Before help:could be 
reached there was no doubt of the man’s 
death and the body was taken to the morgue. 

The immediate cause of the shooting was 
an altercation on Wednesday evening be- 
tween Mr. Werner and Mrs. Wyckoff in 
which, it is charged, Wegener called the 
woman insulting names and finally struck 
her in the face, giving her a black eye. The 
trouble, however, is of long standing. The 
Weegners live at No. 996 Walnut street and 
have three children, one of whom is de- 
formed. This child is of delicate health, and 
it is charged that Mrs, Wyckoff has been in 
the habit of frightening the child, whose 
parents resented the practice.

Trouble in the Families. 


Mrs. Wegner declares, and she is corrob- | 


orated by neighbors, that Mrs. Wyckoff, 
after some words, attacked her husband and 
struck the first blow, and that he turned 


and tried to get away without having to de-— 


fend himself. Mrs. Wyckoff, on the other 


chand, says she was assailed and called vile 


names and then struck in the face. 

When Mr. Wyckoff came home later in the 
evening he was greatly incensed at what he 
regarded as a gross insult to his wife. He 
had had trouble during the day, it is said, 
and this, coupled with the report made to 
him when he reached home, caused him to 
pass a sleepless night. The first ag in 
the morning he went to his attorney, T. F. 
Monahan, and asked for advice. 

The result was that he and the lawyer 
went to the Desplaines Street Station and 
swore out two warrants for Wagner, one 
for disorderly conduct and the other for as- 
sault and batter. This was 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Monahan left Wyckoff at 
the station, after advising him to put the 
matter out of his mind and let the law pun- 
ish the assailant of his wife. 


Meeting Was by Chance. 


When Wegner left his home in the morn- 
ing he declared he was going to have the 
Wryckoffs bound over to keep the peace. 
Wyckoff armed himself before he left home. 
His call on the attorney was apparently an 
aftertfiought, and the swearing out of ‘the 
warrants a concession to the counsel re- 
ceived. It is thought the encounter between 
the two men was by chance, and the im- 


pulse to take revenge was too strong for 


Wyckoff to resist. 

Wyckoff after his arrest refused to talk, 
declaring his attorney would say all there 
was to be said. For a long time he has 
been employed as night engineer by the 
ffeusner Bakéry company, No. 2616 South 
Park avenue. He is said to be industrious 
and peaceable, and those who are intimately 
acquainted with him could hardly credit 
him with committing the crime. 
his attorney yesterday morning he had not 
slept for forty-eight hours. 

Wegner manufactured tanks at No. 40 
Fulton street. He was a member of the 
Constantia Masonic Lodge and of the Lin- 
Park Lodge, I. 0. F. He left a widow 
and three children—Bessle, aged 10 years; 
Ida, aged 8; and Kate, aged 6. Mrs. Weer- 
ner said last night the cause of the trag 
“was so trivial she could searcely think A 
it as the reason for the shooting. She was 
sure, though,: there was no ill-will between 
the. two men, who had been friends for ten 
years.

Work on the union loop stopped yesterday 
afternoon at 4:30. The Wabash avenue side 
of the loop had been completed across Har- 
rison street. The Fifth avenue side had 
reached southward from Lake to 120 feet 
beyond Madison street. The strike declared 
by the Bridge and Structural Ironworkers’ 
Union is on. 

Last night’s special meeting of the Bridge 
and Structural Ironworkers’ Union lasted 
until nearly midnight. It was decided to 
stand firmly by the action taken on Wednes- 
day night to strike for 45 cents. The Hoist- 
ing Engineers’ Union met concurrently. If 
any attempt is made today to hoist any ma- 
terial for the use of non-union men it will 
not be hoisted.’

Union is the most nearly air tight union in 
Chicago. 

Tonight the Building Trades Council will

the local branch of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employés it is probable that within 
a few days all the street car lines in the 
city will be tied up -by a strike of immense 
proportions. 

Nothing resulted from the conference held 
today between the officers of the union and 
General. Manager Wyman of the company, 
the ‘latter ‘saying that he could make no 
proposition to the men until after the ar- 
rival here tomorrow of the New York di- 
rectors, C..W. Wetmore and C. A. Spofford. 

National President Mahon of the Amal- 
gamated Association believes that the local 
officials of the company are procrastinating 
on giving out the statement that the New 
York directors are en route to the city and 
that no conference can be held until Satur- 
day. Two meetings of the union will be 
held tomorrow: evening and cornmifttees will 
be in attendance from the Electric Workers’ 
Union, which has decided to stand by the 
street railway men. 

The conductors and motormen ask for an 
advance in wages from 19 to 21 cents an 
hour and recognition by the company of the 
union,’ The Executive committee of the. 
National Association has given its consent 
to the strike in the event of the conference 
failing in results. 

The,\men were recently given notice that 
the company would consider individual 
grievances and would recognize no commit- 
tee from any organization. 

INDIANA MINERS’ STRIKE BEGINS. 
Some’ Mines Are Deserted, in Others 
Men Are Waiting. 

Shelburn, Ind., April 30.—[Special.]—The 
strike in the mining belt is a; complicated 
affair. The miners here ceased work today, 
and quite a-number brought their tools out 
and will be measured up tomortow. At Alum 
Cave the action of the miners was the same. 
At Hymera the men will still continue 
work, as the ¢ompany has agreed to pay 

last year’s scale. 

The action of the Jackson Hill miners will 
depend on the action of the Star City miners. 
Should the Star City miners still continue 
Jackson Hill will follow: if it be a walk 
out, Jackson Hill will cease work. 

Currysville, half a mile north; has not 
taken any action., All of the six mines are 
organized with the exception of one. 

Terre’ Haute, Ind,, April 30.—{Special.]— 
All the miners belonging to the United Mine 
Workers and employed in, the bituminous 
field in the State stopped work tonight. It is 
not a lockout for.a strike, but a disagree- 
ment, and the men’s tools will remain inthe 
mines until both sides take a week or more 
to look over the situatian. 

The miners in the Clinton district, who 
went out of the miners’ organization last 
year and have since been working at 55 
cents, the price the operators now want the 
others in the State to accept because it is the 
Danville, Ill., price, will continue at work. 
They mine about one-eighth of the output 
of the Indiana bituminous coal. 

Four thousand men will be idle by reason 
of the cessation of operations. ‘The block 
coal miners, who are not in the organization, 
asked for an increase of the price from 70 
te 75 cents. . 

The disagreement in the bituminous field 
is owing to the demand of the operators fora 
reduction from 60 to 55 cents, and the men 
have offered to work for 61 cents. This 
weakens ‘the case of the block men, who, 
while confined to one county, number as 
many men as the bituminous miners 
throughout the State. : 


WORK NINE HOURS ON BATTLESHIP. 


San Francisco Painters Claim Eight- 
Hour Law Is Violated. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 30.—The labor 
organizations of San Francisco will parade 
tomorrow in honor of labor day, but there 
will be no strike.

The United Brotherhood of Carpenters

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LEAVES A MILLION IN LIFE INSURANCE. 


Sudden Death of Hamilton Disston, the 
Wealthy Manufacturer and Poli- 
tician, at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 30.—Hamilton 
Disston, the well-known saw manufacturer, 
was found dead in bed at his home in this 
city shortly before midnight last night. He 
attended a meeting of the directors of the 
National Saw company in Newark, N: J., 
yesterday and returned to this city early in 
the evening, apparently in his usual heaith. 

His family went to the theater, and when 
they returned home:the awful discovery of 
Mr. 
Disston had been, under treatment for heart 
trouble for some ‘time past, 
undoubtedly caused his death. 

The deceased Was known allover the coun- 
try as a leader of the Republican party. He 
was recently elected a delegate to the St. 


Louis convention from the Second Congres-4 


sional District of this city. 

Hamilton Disston- was peculiar in «his 
ideas. His hand was always in his pockét 
and his influence always for his less success- 
ful fellow-men to whom he tookafancy. , 

His recreation was politics, and he landed 
several of his cronies in lucrative offices. 
He was the power behind the throne that 
controlled the combine in this city, although 
he was on good terms with Quay. a 

In business he was a hard, methodical 
worker, and was the head of the great saw- 
nfaking firm of Henry Disston’s Sons: The 
father’s interest descended to the mother. 
She died Mast year, and her share was divided 
among the sons. 

This, combined with his Florida Jand 
schemes, his street railway holdings, electric 
etc., ran his fortune up to about 
$5,000,000. 

The Florida land project was beginning to 
pay, one there was another fortune in sight 
n this. 


Disston’s life was insured for close onto 


$1,000,000, he deeming this a good investment 
im case his business failed. He had in his 
employ about 3,000 persons,

keeping a close watch on the troublesome 
article and dismounting immediately to 
remedy the effects of sudden jolts. Inci- 
dentaNy it. would be wise for bicyclists to 
refrain from riding more than two abreast, 
from pedaling faster than eight miles an 
hour, and from breaking any of the rules 
governing the use of public highways. 

Why all these precautions would redound 
to the comfort and happiness of the cyclists 
who use the parks tonight is found-in the 
recent decision of the police to start a.cru- 
sade for the enforcement of the lantern or- 
dinance. Beginning today seventeen ‘plain 
clothes detectives are to be put to work 
watching the wheelmen,:.and woe to the 
unfortunates who break the law for several 
evenings to come. 

Keeping a lighted lantern on one’s wheel 
is as difficult to attend to without compui- 
sion as paying taxes. . Especially with hun- 
dreds of beginners in wheeling who do not 
realize the dangers attending riding with- 
out lights, it is almost impossible to keep 
the crowds of bicyclists on the boulevards 
in line with the city ordinance. Every sea- 
son since the development of the wheeling 
craze drastic measures have become neces- 
sary to enforce the law regarding lights. 


Ordinance Becomes Almost Dead. 

Last year the poliee did not interfere until 
the lantern ordinance had -become almost a 
dead letter and wheelmen merely consulted 
their own convenience in carrying a light. 
Consequently, when orders were given to 
enforce the law compelling bicycles to carry 
a lantern after dark the triajJs of the wheel- 
Virst riders were 
merely stopped and given a warning and 
their names taken for future reference. But 
soon the number of aliases under which:a 
wideawake bicycle-rider rode made a more 
Severe course necessary and numbers of 
wheelmen were given rides in the patrol 
wagon, often being fined in addition. 

This treatment was resented by some of 
the better class of bicyclists, who had been 
caught without lights under accidental cir- 
cumstances, and considerable trouble re- 
sulted. The wheelmen secured legal counsel 
and attacked the validity of thelaw. It:.was 
claimed if. bicycles were obliged to carry 
lights other vehicles must be similarly treat- 
ed. The overthrowing of like ordinances in 
different pevts of the country gave the Chi- 
Finally it was al- 
leged the ordinance had never been properly 
posted and hence was not valid. Several 
policemen who made arrests were dis- 
charged and the matter was finally allowed 
to go by without any decision being made. 
But the old fight is sure to be renewed this 
year, and the recent statement of an Assist- 
ant City Attorney that he belleved the law 
was not properly made shows possibly the 
wheelmen were correct in their contention.

On the North Side Trainer Marshall of the 
Lake View Cycling club is having his hands 
full.

The old Century Road club was started by 
members of the Lincoln Cycling club about 
six years ago: Although it has since be- 
come an organization of widespread fame, 
its management has been criticised’ by 
wheelmen, and great opposition to it has 
always existed... On. this account there has 
been a growing sentiment among local rid- 
ers in favor of founding a rival organiza- 
tion which should be run on business meth- 
ods, and should become a factor in road im- 
provement. 

Since last summer Val Ollier of the Lake 
View Cycling club, Claude Titley and Harry 
Upatel of the Acolus Cycling club, and BE. 
Rosganer of the Smalley Cycling club have 
had the idea in mind, and resolved to carry 
out the project of forming a new Century 
club. It is only in the last few weeks, how- 
ever, that the matter has assumed definite 
form. On Wednesday night a meeting was 
held at which members of the Lake View, 
ZZolus, Smalley, Monitor, Lake Park, 
Clarendon, and. West Side Cycling. clubs 
were present, and immediate action was 
decided up A meeting was set for to- 
night at the Great Northern Hotel when the 
details of organization will be perfected. 

Some of the features of the new Century 
club will be improvements over the methods 
pursued by the old organization. Any w heel- 
man or wheelwoman who has ridden a cent- 
ury run will be eligible to membership, The 
dues will be made as low as possible con- 
sistent with the support of the club, while 
badges and bars for century runs will be 
furnished members at great reductions over 
the present cost. What money and influence 
the club possesses will be used to promote 
the cause of good roads and to put up signs 
and guide posts along the country runs, In 
time it is expected to extend the movement 
throughout the country.

ONE MAN CUTS ANOTHER’S THROAT. 


Several Shots Are Fired at Citizens of 
Minonk and Lyuching Averted. 

Minonk, IIL,| April 3v.—([Special.]—There 
was a serious cutting affray among three 
colored men at,ithe coal and tile works today, 
in. which Ben, Huffman’s throat was cut 
from ear to ear, his windpipe being com- 
pletely severed., Beside this there were sev- 
eral deep and long gashes in his back, one of 
which laid the shoulder blade bare. 

Later there was an exciting chase by citi- 
zens, in which several shots were exchanged. 
But for the prompt removal of the »risoners 
there would haVe been a lynching. 

It is claimed Huffman beat the wife of 
Isaac Jones, the man who did the cutting. 
Jones was arrested by Ald. Joseph Stoune- 
man and brought to the city hall. He then 
started in search of tts companion, Richard 
Clark, who had knocked Huffman down. 
He found him and brought him as far as the 
postoffice, when Clark, who was by this 
timé surrounded by a crowd of several hun- 
dred men, broke loose and opened fire on 
his captors with a 32-caliber revolver. The 
first bullet fired’ imbedded. itself without 
hitting any one in the front of the postoffice 
building. The scattered crowd resolved it-« 
self into a man hunt in short order. 

As Clark rushed eastward toward the City 
Hotel Herman’ Meils, a merchant, made a 
desperate effort to stop him by rushing at 
him with a heavy hotel chair raised above 
his head to knock him down. In leaping 
from the hotel porch Meils slipped and fell. 
At the same time Clark fired at him with 
his revolver, the bullet passing; between 
Meils’ arm and body. The officers’ ‘and some 
300 men soon pressed hacks, drays, delivery 
war 7s, and buggies into service and were 
in hot. pursuit. 

Clark for a time distanced all pursuers, 
but was finally brought to bay in an open 
lot just inside the corporation, where he 
turned and fired his last shot at his pur- 
suers, which was answered by three shots 
from the officers. 

Seeing that further flight was useless, he 
threw up his hands and surrendéred. For a 
short time it looked as though summary 
justicé would be meted out to him, but the 
wiser counsel of K. L. Ames, proprietor of 
the mines, and others eventually prevailed, 
and the man was safely locked in jail. 

A preliminary examination was held and 
the men were bound over to the grand jury, 
and within an hour and a half from the time 
of the cutting the two prisoners were spirit- 
ed away, strongly guarded, to the county 
jail at Metamora.. It was. feared if they 
were kept here over night there might be a

TAYLOR IS SUCCESSFULLY HANGED. 


Goes Upon the Gallows Kissing the 
Cross and Protesting Innocence, 
‘Carrollton, Mo., April 30.—[Special. }—Will- 
iam P. Taylor, one of the condemned mur- 
derers of the Meeks family, near Browning, 
May 10, 1894, paid the penalty for his brutal 
crime with his life on the gallows today at 
10:57, and in eighteen minutes he was pro- 
nounced dead by the attending physicians. 
He died game, declaring his innocence to 
the last. Father Kennedy of this city es- 
corted him to the gallows and pronounced 
the last rites. Taylor kissed the holy cross 
and immediately afterward was launched

Taylor said as the Sheriff. finished. reading 
the death warrant in hiscell: “I hope ane 
my neck is broken the people will let Geor 
ecm as one innocent man is enough to

Now. was the time set for the considera- 
tion of the McKinley resolutions, and W. J. 
Calhoun of Vermillion County, represent- 
ing the McKinley forces, and Charles E. 
Fuller of Boone, for the opposition, both 
claimed the floor at once. Mr. Fuller was 
recognized, and offered a resolution to the 
effect that the delegates-at-large to St. 
Louis be instructed to present the name of 
Shelby M. Cullom of Springfield as the can- 
didate of Illinois for the Presidency. 

At this the Cook County delegates stood 
up in their seats, and made considerable 
of a demonstration, but the representatives 
of the country districts were not overly 
demonstrative in their display of enthusi- 
asm, 

Part of this was due to the fact most of 
them did not hear the resolution when read 
from the floor,; and when it was repeated 
from the speaker’s stand) there was more 
applause from the rear seats, coupled with 
a few hisses and an occasional cheer for 
McKinley. It was some time before order 
was secured, and when it was the resolution 
was read again, and Mr. Fuller started to 
speak to it. 

He was interrupted constantly at the start 
by cries of ‘“‘ No,” ‘“ cat-calls,” and other 
expressions from the opposition. .When they 
were silenced Mr. Calhoun wanted to know 
if the resolution was open to amendment. 
The Chairman said it would be.when Mr. 
Fuller had finished, and the latterthen went 
on with his argument. But the hall was in 
great disorder, and he had difficulty in mak- 
ing himself heard. He referred to the im- 
portance of the matter under discussion, 
and was soon well into an eloquent speech, 
which caught and held his audience. 

His plea was that in 1860 and 1864, in 1868 
and 1872, the people of the State of Illinois 
did not think it necesary to go outside of its 
boundary lines to secure a candidate for the 
Presidency.

Calhoun’s Plea for McKinley. ‘ 


He asserted the action of the McKinley 
people was not prompted by any lack of con- 
fidence in any candidate for the Presidency 
resident in Illinois or elsewhere; but not for 
thirty-four years had the people of the State 
taken the interest in public affairs they do 
now. They had four years ago experienced 
a change of public policy which had resulted 
disastrously. In discussing this situation 
the people have naturally turned to the prin- 
ciple of protection as the remedy for these 
evils and in their minds’ McKinley became 
their logical candidate. | 

‘Tt is no. time to indulge in compliments 
to distinguished men, and the good of the 
country must alone be considered,” he said. 

Mr. Calhoun’s speech was followed by an- 
other prolonged outburst of cheering, fol- 
lowed by an attempt on the part of some of 
the Egyptians to sing * Marching Through

MeKinley Gets 76 Votes from Cook. 


Adams County led off 6 in favor and 14 
against, and Alexander gave 7 nays. Then 
Bend lined up with 6 yeas and Boone split. 
Thirteen votes from Bureau were against 
tabling, as were the 18 of Champaign, and 
then it ran along on an even split until Cook 
was reached. The First Ward started out 
sclidly in favor of tabling, and the Second 
had only 2 against. it.' The Third showed 3 
nays, but ihe Fourth was solidly yeas as 
was the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, and Tenth. Mayor Swift cast the 
solid 14 votes of the Eleventh against tabling, 
whereupon Sam Allerton jumped up and 
down and threw his hat in the air. The 
Twelfth gave 9 McKinley nays, and thena 
solid delegation of yeas came in from the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth,Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteent, and 
Twentieth. The Twenty-first voted 7 nays 
and then yeas came in from the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth. The Twenty-fifth had 4 
yeas and 8 nays, and the Twenty-sixth split. 
The Twenty-seveuth and Twenty-eighth 
were solidly yeas, andthe Twenty-ninth was 
announced 5 yeas and 1 nay, at which Tim 
Hogan tried to interfere. but was not recog- 
nized. The Thirtieth, Thirty-first, Thirty- 
second and Thirty-fourth cast 14 votes 
against tabling between them, and the coun- 
ty towns split. Altogether there were 76 
McKinley votes cast in Cook County. 


Then the call came back to the country | 


counties and the noes began to creep up 
again. The big counties split fairly even 
until. Henry was reached and it gave 14 
noes. Iroquois followed with 13, and Kane 
piled up 27 votes against tabling. Knox 
came along with 18 noes and La Salle with 
27, and about this time the band-wagon 
started. Everybody scrambled to get in. 


Result of the First Test Vote. 


Madison County tried to stem the tide, 
but it was useless, and when Gov. Fifer got 
up and cast the 25 votes of McLean 
County against tabling it was practically 
all over but the shouting. It seemed as if 
that would never end. The shouting was 
renewed when Peoria threw its 24 votes into 
the McKinley basket, and so it. went on 
until Sangamon County was reached. The 
vote of Rock Island just before had settled 
the question and given a majority against 
tabling, but the home county of Senator Cul- 
lom cast 20 votes in favor, at which every 
one laughed. So it went on, the majority 
against tabling the resolutions piling up with 
the vote of every county until finally, when 
the roll-call was finished, the result stood— 
yeas, 503: nays, 832. 

Then there was more noise and a lot of 
it, the McKinley enthusiasts striving with 
each other In loud-lunged competition as to 
who could produce the loudest and most ear- 
pierging yells. 

Finally Charlies Fuller managed to get 
the floor, and announced he had the con- 
sent of Ald. Madden that his amefttiment 
be withdrawn. Furthermore, on behalf 
of the friends of Senator Cullom he would 
move the amendment substituting the name 
of William McKinley for that of Shelby M. 
Cullom be adopted, and he would ask its 
unanimous passage. 

Then there was a row. Hverybody yelled 
and howled, and howled and yelled again. 
All sides took a hand or rather a voice, and 
Dr. Jamieson stood on the speaker’s desk 
and made as much noise as anyone. 

Made Unanimous for McKinley. 

Finally Ald. Madden got in a second to 


Mr. Fuller’s motion to make it unanimous, 


and the delegates-at-large from Illinois to 
the St. Louis convention were duly instriict- 
ed to vote for William McKinley of Ohio by 
a rising vote. 

Finally, the excitement being somewnat 
calmed down, John M. Smyth reported for 
the committee to select delegates-at-large 
to the national convention the following 


inames: 


For delegates-at-large—Robert W. Patter- 
son and William Penn Nixon of Chicago, 


Joseph W.’ Fifer of Bloomington, and David 


Littler of Springfield. 

Samuel B. Raymond of the committee fol- 
lowed with a minority report, substituting 
the names of George B. Swift of Chicago 


-and Richard Oglesby of Lincoln for those of 


Nixon and Littler. 

Col. Dan Munn made a fiery speech in ad- 
vocacy of the minority report, and Winne- 
bago and Jo Daviess Counties followed with 
seconds to Mr. Raymond’s motion. 

A colored delegate from Quincy, named 
Burns, made a somewhat florid speéch. in 
favor of putting one of his race on the ticket. 
S. H. Bethea of Lee said there was a man in 
the convention who was a friend of William 
McKinley for his 6wn sake, and he would 
move the name of W. J. Calhoun be substi- 
tuted for that of George B. Swift. 

Ald. Madden asked the convention to vote 
first on the name of Gov. Oglesby, then on 
that of George B. Swift. 

Chairman Berry held the vote would be 
had on the minority report, and the first 
thing to be decided on was the motion to 
substitute the namé of William J. Calhoun 
for that of George B. Swift. | 
Attempt to Substitute Swift for Nixon. 

Ald. O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth Ward 
made a speech in support of Swift, saying 
to throw him off the ticket would imperil 
Republican chances in Cook County. 

Chairman Nye of Vermilion County asked 
by what authority the name of William J. 
Calhoun of his county had been submitted 
to the convention. He himself had asked 
Mr. Calhoun to stand as a candidate for 
delegate-at-large, and unléss the proposer of 
his name could show good authority for it 
he would withdraw Mr. Calhoun's name. 

There were now some subsidiary motions, 
when Mr. Nye arose, again and said: “I 
have now positive assurance from Mr. Cal- 
houn he will under no circumstances allow 
his name to be used, andl accordingly with- 
draw it.”’ 

This. brought the question down to a vote 
between William Penn Nixon and George B. 
Swift, although Samuel B. Raymond ob- 
jected to dividing the question. 

Incidentally Ald. Madden got in a speech 
in which he said he hoped the convention 
‘‘would not substitute for such a faithful 
worker for the party as William Penn Nixon 
the name of George B. Swift,’’ and then after 
two or three other interruptions the roll was 

led. 
when Cook County was reached the Sec- 
ond and Third Wards voted for Mayor Swift, 
and votes were found for him in the Ninth 
Ward. Alt of the Eleventh were for Swift 
solidly and the Twelfth was announced as 
sixteen nays and nine yeas. This was chal- 
lenged, but no attention was paid to it. 
Swift went on picking up a few votes until 
the Twenty-first was reached, when it and 
the Twenty-second voted solidly for him, 
and the Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, and 
Twenty-fifth gave him material gains on the 
McKinley vote. Altogether Mayor Swift got 
421 votes in Cook County against 78 for the 
McKinley resolutions. 

De Witt County, however, broke away 
from its inley vote and plumped'solidly 
for Nixop, as did Hancock with its eleven 
delegates. Henry and Iroquois, however, 
came to the acratch for Mayor Swift, as 
did Jasper, Jefferson, and Jo Daviess. 

Considerable interest’ was shown when 
Kane, the home of Congressman Hopkins, 
was called. It showed its feeling by_split- 
ting its vote, which had been given solidly for 
McKinley.. 

County Faction Cheers Swift's Defeat. 

Kankakee went solidly fgainst Swift, 
while it had voted for McKinley, and then 
La Salle, another McKinley county, gave 
15 votes against Swift. Lee went solidly 
against the Mayor of Chicago and Macon, 
Macoupin, and Madison. split. McHenry, 


another McKinley county, voted for Nixon 


and McLean, which had cast 25 votes for 
instructions, cast the same number against 
Swift. | 

This practically settled the matter and at 
the end of the roll-call Mayor Swift was 
found to be-beaten, the only item of interest 


in the latter proceedings being when Sanga- | 


mon County voted 20 solid votes against 
him. | 

When enough votes had been cast against 
the Mayor to defeat him, the county faction 
in the Chicago delegation set up a cheering.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR NOMINEE. 
Mr. Northcott Is a Campaigner Whom 
His Foes Respect and Fear. 
Springfield, Ill., April 30.—[(Special.]—Mr. 
Northcott, the nominee for Lieutenant- 
‘Governor, is an orator of no mean ability, 
and his record in the canvass of the State 
preliminary to the State convention .was a 
remarkable series of speeches and greetings: 
He undoubtedly visited more county con- 
ventions than any other candidate, and to 

this is attributed his nomination. 
It is as a “‘ mixer’’ among men and poli- 


ticlans that Northcott has gained the most. 


reputation. He made a campaign in 1892 
against William 8S. Forman for Congress 
down in the old Morrison district, which is 
not as firm in the Democratic faith as it was 
at that time.

SCOTT JACKSON PLACED ON THE STAND. 


He Tells How He Did Net Marder Pearl 
Hryan, but Makes Guilty 
Confessions. 


Newport, Ky., April 30.—Qnly one witness 
was examined :teday, and he was Scott 
Jackson. 
very little questioning, he told how he did 
not murder Pearl Bryan and how Walling 
must have done the whole thing himself. 
Hiis statement admitted his partnership in 
the scheme which brought Pearl Bryan to 
Cincinnati for an unlawful purpose, and 
also an active complicity with Walling in 
dropping the murdered girl’s clothing into 
the Ohio River. His attempt to explain 
why he was active in hiding the girl's cloth- 
ing is looked upon by many attorneys as 
lame. ‘ 

He gave a brief sketch of his life in Jersey 
City and New York, and of his acquaintance 
in Greencastle, Ind., where his mother lives, 
and told briefly of his acquaintance with 
Pearl Bryan. He was in Greencastle from 
the spring of 1895 until the middle of Oc- 
tober of that year, and saw Pearl Bryan 
otten. He made damaging admissions con- 
cerning his associations with her during the 
last Christmas holidays. He was about to 
tell of statements made to him by Will 
Wood concering Wood’s relations with Pearl 
Bryan, when the court decided that such tes- 
timony was not admissible. Jackson said 
he received many letters from Wood, but 
that they were so vile he destroyed all ex- 
cept two, which are now in the possession of 
the prosecution. 

With reference to Pearl Bryan's visit to 
Cincinnati, Jackson said he had no notice of 
her coming. He called upon her after he 
heard that she was in the city, and went 
with her on Tuesday night to Walnut Hills 
and met her and Walling on Wednesday, 
and never saw her afterwards. 

The rest of his testimony was devoted to 
proving an alibi, by showing where he spent 
the time from Wednesday until Saturday. 
He denied being in Kentucky during any of 
those days. 

The announcement of the prosecution at 
the close of Scott. Jackson's testimor.y that: 
"The Commonwealth will not cross-examine 
this witness’ was made at a quarter to 5. 
Court then adjgurned. The main purpose of 
the defense to’prove an alibi by Scott Jack- 
son will be supported, if possible, by the 
testimany of other witnesses. Jackson 
Stated that he did not know Pear! Bryan 
was in Cincinnati till Tuesday, Jan. 28, when 
he. received a note from her at the dental 
college, inviting him to visit her. 

All the testimony of the witnesses who saw 
him in Kentucky with the girl shortly before 
he emphatically branded as untrue. 

He admits taking Pearl Bryan to Walling- 
ford’s saloon in the Tenderloin district, but 

Says it was on Tuesday night, Jan. 28, in- 
stead of Friday, Jan. 31, the night before 
the murder, as testified by Wallingford. 

When called upon to explain why he par- 
ticipated in hiding. Pearl Bryan’s clothing 
he said he was actuated by fear that the 
part he had taken to bring her here to save 
Will Wood might implicate him.

DECLARATION OF ILLINOIS REPUB- 
LICANS IN CONVENTION. 


Committee on Resolutions Revises Its 


First Day’s Work and Agrees Upon) 


a Report—Retain the Sound Money 
Plank Intact—Declare for New 
Method of Taxation in Cook County 

| -—Cyeclists’ Good Roads Resolution 
Is Left Out. 

Springfield, Ill, April 30.—[Special.]J—The 
Committee on Resolutions met in concluding 
session in the northwest corner section of the 
Dome Bufliding this morning and while Sen- 
ator Berry was calling the convention to 
order pruned the platform which had been 
adopted provisionally at yesterday’s session 
into the shape in which the majority of the 
members were willing to submit it for adop- 
tion. 

Some of the spread eagle sentiments of the 
preamble were eliminated ané in other par- 
ticulars the report was licked into neater 
shape. Resolutions were added favoring the 
revision of the revenue laws, as they apply 
to our own country and declaring that the 


care of all insane persons should devolve’ 


upon the State. 

Graeme Stewart wanted to amend the 
money plank to incorporate an explicit de- 
claration against the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16to1, but obtained no second 
to his amendment, the rest of the committee 
believing that the general and firm expres- 
sion of the report against all schemes to 
debase the currency was sufficient, especially 
in view of the'fact that Senator Cullom and 
John R. Tanner, both of whom were solic- 
itous for a strong sound -money plank, had 
approved the resolution as it stood. 

Mr. Stewart declared that he would offer 
his amendment on the floor of the conven- 
tion when the report came up for.adoption, 
but was urged not toAlo so by the members 
of the committee on the ground that it might 
precipitate a fight. Mr. Stewart had been 
the Chairman of the subcommittee of three 
which presented the money plank to the 
committee yesterday, but on reflection over 
night had concluded that the situation de- 
manded a more explicit declaration against 
free coinage. 

Platform as Adopted by Committee. 

Following is the report of the committee 
in full as finally agreed upon: 

‘The Republicans of Illinois, in convention 
assembled, again announce the fundamental 
principles of the party, which have inspired 
it from its birth to the present and given it 


so many signal victories in its contests for | 


the rights of men. 

‘The people of the Nation have léarned by 
sad experience during the last three years of 
Democratic maladministration that the 
Democratic party is prolific in promise when 
out of power, and even more prolific in fail- 
ures when in power; that instead of bringing 
blessings which it promises it- brings dis- 
aster, financial and business derangements, 
and panics which even Democrats recall 
not of. a 

“The present administration of Grover 
Cleveland, by the bad administration of good 
Republican laws and the enactment of bad 
Democratic laws, has demonstrated that the 
Democratic party is constitutionally incapa- 
ble of managing the affairs of this great 
Nation. 

** Resolved, That we, the Republicans of 
Tilinois, are unyielding and emphatic in our 
demand for honest money. We are opposed, 
as we ever have been, to any and every 
scheme which will give to this country a cur- 
rency in any way depreciated or debased, or 
in any respect inferior to the money of the 
most advanced and intelligent nations of the 
earth. We favor the use of silver as curren- 
cy to the extent only and under such re- 
strictions that parity with gold can be main- 
tained. 


For Protection and Reciprocity. 


“The Republican party from the day of 
Lincoln has been devoted irrevocably to the 
doctrine of protection to home industries, 
and we hereby renew and reaffirm our faith 
in this fundamental principle. We believe 
in a tariff that will produce a revenue suf- 
ficient to meet the wants of the government 
honestly and economically administered 
and high enough to insure to home labor 
regular and remunerative employment. We 
advocate the unrestricted exchange of non- 
competitive. articles. We believe in recip- 
rocity—the reciprocity of James G. Blaine— 
reinforced by experience, and. an earnest 
wish to extend our foreign commerce to the 
fullest extent consistent with the'control of 
our own markets in the sale of articles that 
can be profitably produced at home. 

“We believe in the exercise of a genuine 
American spirit in all.our intercourse with 
foreign nations, and are .opposed to the ex- 
tension of monarchial institutions upon any 
part of American soil; we condemn the 
vacHating and un-American policy of the 
present Democratic admifnistration, and ad- 
vocate a firm, vigorous, and dignified policy 
toward all nations. And to that end we 
recommend the further strengthening of 
our coast defenses and such an enlarge- 
ment of our navy as shall command the re- 
spect of other governments, and will more 
effectually tend to promote oup peaceful re- 
lations with all the world. We believe that 
the sympathy of this Nation should be ex- 
tended to all peoples who have been driven 
by oppression and wrong to take up arms 
in behalf of self-government, and we there- 
fore express dur sympathy for the people of 
Cuba in their struggle for independence, 
and iwe trust that their efforts may estab- 
lish ‘a republic based upon the intelligence 
and patriotism of a free people. 


Declare‘ for the Amendment. 


‘‘ The General Assembly at its last session 
passed a resolution submitting to the voters 
of the State at the general election to be held 
on Nov. 3, 1896, an amendment ‘permitting 
amendments to three articles at a time, thus 
allowing the voters an opportunity of cor- 
recting administrative abuses or deficien- 
cies without tnterfering with the general 
structure of the Constitution by adopting 
beneficial changes and rejecting those that 
are detrimental: therefore, be it 

* Resolved, That this convention recom- 
mends to the people of this State that they 
vote affirmatively on the said proposed 
amendments. : 

‘‘We favor the‘submission to the people 
by the next General Assembly of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing that the 
Legislature shall enact suitable laws to reg- 
ulate contracts and conditions that may 
from time to.time arise between employers 
and their employés. 

‘* We condemn Gov. Altgeld for falling to 
enforce the laws in perilous times; we con- 
demn his management of the State institu- 
tiong as extravagant, inefficient, and par- 
tisan. We arraign him for his failure to 
keep his ante-election promises to prevent 
the competition of convict with free labor. 


New Method of Asseasment. 


** We believe that the present revenue sys- 
tem of the State of Illinois is inadequate 
to secure equality in taxation and economy 
and dispatch in the levy and collection of 
general and special taxes within 
the City of Chicago. This system, 
though satisfactory in smaller cit- 


fies, is absolutely burdensome and vicious 


in a metropolis of nearly 2,000,000 inhab- 
itants, representing taxable property of an 
actual value of more than $2,000,000,000. To 
correct the existing evils we recommend 
that the n2xt General Assembly amend the 
present revenue laws so as to provide for the 
consolidation of the several townships with- 
in the limits of the City of Chicago, and to

THE ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

The platform adopted yesterday by the 
Illinois Republican conyention opens with 
a condensed, forcible stimmary of the suf- 
ferings of the country during the last three 
years of Democratic maladministration and 
of the renewed evidences of the inability of 
that party to manage public affairs wisely. 
This preamble is full of good points, as, for 
instance: “ The Democratic party is prolific 
in- promises when out of power, and even 
more prolific of failures when in power,” and 
Cleveland's administration is notable‘ for 
“the bad administration of good Repub- 
lican laws and the enactment of bad Demo- 
cratic laws.” 


The first plank of the platform relates te 


that “ paramount issue” before the coun- 
try, the money question. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That we, the Republicans of Illinois, 
are unyielding and emphatic in our demands for 
honest money. We are opposed, as we ever have 
been, to any and every scheme that will give to 
this country a currency In any way depreciated or 
debased, or in any respect inferior to the money 
of the most advanced and intelligent nations of 
the earth. We .favor the use of silver as cur- 
rency, but te the extent ohly and under such re- 
strictions that parity with gold can be main- 
yeeros 

’ This is brief, but it covers the ground. 
Adopted as it was by a convention which 
had not a single 50-cent dollar free silverite 
among its members, it cannot be interpreted 
into a “ straddle.” 
one may be found in this declaration in Tan- 


-ner’s acceptance speech that— 

Illinois Republicans know that if all that has 
been written regarding the alleged “* great crime 
1873" were Stedaliy ‘true it would have no 
tendency to justify the greater crime now pro- 
making 60 cents’ worth of silver receiv- 
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turbed. The expression of sympathy for 
the Cuban insurgents, the declaration of 
opposition to the extension of monarchical 
institutions on American soil—as in Ven- 
ezuela, for instance—and the condemnation 
of the vacillating and generally’ un-Amer- 
ican policy of the present administration, 
will meet with the approval of most Illi- 
noisans, regardless of party. 

Not much space is devoted to Altgeld.

One of them is his “ failure to 
enforce the laws in perilous times,”’ as dur- 
ing the Debs insurrection, thus forcing the 
President to do what the Governor should 
have done. Another is his extravagant, in- 
efficient, and partisan management of the 
State institutions. The third is his failure 
to prevent the competition of convict with 
free labor in violation of his solemn ante- 
clection pledges, which got him the votes of 
so many deceived workingmen. 
points are well taken. 

The platform indorses irene the con- 
stitutional amendment to be voted on this 
fall which provides for the authority to 
submit threé amendments at the same time. 
It is indorsed for the sound reason that the 
greater facility for making amendments 
will enable needed changes to.be made in 
the Constitution without incurring the dan- 
ger of a radical revision of the entire instru- 
ment, and the possible cutting out of its 
most salutary provisions by scheming trick- 
sters. The platform recommends also the 
resubmission of the amendment whieh 
failed to carry in 1894, empowering the 
Legislature to regulate the relations of em- 
ployer and employé. 

The next plank declares that the present 
State revenue system does not meet the 
needs of Chicago, and recommends that the 
next General Assembly pass laws for the 
consolidation of the different towns, the 
creation of a board of three Assessors, and 
the collection of all taxes by the County 
Collector; and also for the reformation of 
the special assessment system. And finally 
it is recommended that all insane persons 
be cared for by the State and not a portion 
of them by the counties as now. If this 
should be done Cook County would be re- 
lieved of a heavy burden. 

The platform as a whole is an excellent 
one. Many more of the shortcomings of 
Altgeld and the Democtats could have been 
set forth, but the campaign orators will at- 
tend to those dark spots in their political 
career, and maps the omissions in the plat- 
form.

SECOND DISASTER IN CRIPPLE CREEK. 

Cripple Creek has been swept by fire a 
second time, and lost nearly all that bad 
been saved from the former disaster. The 
courage and spirit of self-reliance among 
the people that had won general admiration 
have been crushed by thisicumulative visita- 
tion and especially by the evidences that 
the city and many lives have been thus 
ruthlessly | sacrificed by incendiaries. In 
this instance the reports leave little room 
for doubt that a gang of thieves-is respon- 


sible for the calamity, and the fact lends | 


color. to the suspicion-that probably . the 
same gang started the former fire. It is 
difficult to imagine a criminal instinct so 
hardened that it could deliberately contem- 
plate a possible great loss of life and wide- 
spread suffering with a prospeet of com- 
paratively little gain, and the wish will be 
fervent everywhere that the fiends may be 
captured and brought to justice. 


The horrors of the calamity appear to “ 


have been intensified by the reckless use of 


- dynamite in an attempt to check the spread 


of the flames. The proximity of the mines 
furnished an abundance of the explosive, 
and in the hands of people excited and made 
irresponsible by the scenes of misery it 
caused almost as much havoc as the fire 


itself. Houses were blown up without an 


effort being made to warn possible occu- 
pants, and several lives are known to have 
been lost in this way. Denver has becn 
prompt in its assistance to the thousands 
who are homeless and suffering, and other 
cities will not be far behind when the ex- 
tent of the calamity and the wants of the 
people are made known. 

But all the same Cripple Creék will rise 
again. So long as there are holes in those 
hills out of which millions of the yellow 
metal are to come the abodes of the miners 
will be replaced and business houses will 
be reérected, There will be a great-loss to 
companies, property-owners, and insurance 
companies, but the great wealth buried in 
the hills around the unfortunate town will 
stimulate the processes of recovery. The 
miners will’ quickly find shelter, and the 
owners of the more valuable buildings will 
build them more fireproof. If it’ were 
burned down a dozen times Cripple Creek 
would rise again. 
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AN ALTGELD AND HOPKINS KILKENNY 
CAT FIGHT, 


Altgeld interviewed himself for publica- 


tion yesterday to the press bureau, and as- 
sailed his Democratic brother, ex-Mayor 
Hopkins, savagely because the latter is lead- 
ing the honest money Democrats of this 
city against the single silver standard de- 
based money crowd. Altgeld says the ex- 
Mayor “ wants to become the boss of this 
city again”; that “‘ while he was once a 
strong silver man” he is now a “ single 
gold standard’”’ man, and is “ handling a 
corruption fund to carry the Chicago Demo- 
cratic primaries” for honest money. 

The -Governor’s wrath is due to two 
things. Tirst, he wants to-be the sole boss 
of the Democracy of this city as well as of 
this State, and he sees in Hopkins an odious 
rival whom he is bound to down. Next, he 
looks on any man who is working to, secure 
the election of honest money delegates to 
the Democratic Peoria State convention as 
a personal enemy who must be attacked 
with vituperation and falsehood afid 
crushed at all cost. 

It may be that Hopkins wants to be boss 
in Chicago again, but it is certain that he 
was not for “ free silver” last year. He 
opposed the calling of Buck Hinrichsen’s 
free silver convention of 1895. Before it 
was held he left the country for Ireland on 
account of his throat. After his return 
from Europe he broke silence only to say 
he was against free silver coinage and silver 
monometallism. He never was carried 
away by Coin Harvey’s stuff or Altgeld’s 
sophistry on the currency. 

Nor is it true, as Altgeld intimates, that 
“ Hopkins is opposed to the use of silver 
money.” He is for the continuation of the 
gold standard, but not opposed tosilver when 
kept at par with gold money. He does not 
propose, as Altgeld would wish the people 
to understand, to melt down and sell the 
half billion of silver money in use in the 
United States—doing full gold work by be- 
ing kept at parity.. Nor does any other gold 


. standard man want that done. Altgeld will- 


fully falsifies in that regard. 


THE COMPROMISE MEASURES OF 1890. 

Senator Teller made a speech on Wednes- 
day in which he declared that he would not 
follow the Repnblican party if it declared 
for a gold standard at St. Louis or if it “ re- 
fused proper recognition to silver as a part 
of the currency.” This is not news. . It 
has been known for some time that his free 
silver idolatry was so intense it would take 
him out of the Republican camp to dwell 
with the silver grubs. He will go, but few 
are they who will go with him. 

In the course of his speech the Senator 
went into ancient history and told about 
the passage of the McKinley tariff and the 
Sherman silver clause. He stated that 
the ffee silver men in the Senate would have 
put a free coinage amendment on the former 
measure if the Republicans had not passed 
a law more than doubling the amount of 
silver purchased monthly. 

It was known positively, says the Sena- 
tor, that President Harrison would have 
vetoed a tariff bill with a free coinage pro- 
vision attached to it, but the free coinage 
silverites would have persisted in holding 
up all tariff legislation in the Fifty-first 
Congress, as they are doing now in the 
Fifty-fourth, if they could not get some- 
thing done for their pet metal. 

So, according to Teller, the Republican 
leaders legislated on the silver question only 
in order that they might secure a higher 
tariff than the Arthur high tari@ then in 
force. 

If the Senator is correct on the bargain he 
made, then the “compromise measures ™ 
of 
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‘and the weaketiing of American credit at 


home and abroad, and the hard times the 
country has been enduring for nearly three 
years past. 

The moral is: No more compromises with 
the advocates of debased free silver coin- 
age. Let them go to the Pops if they prefer 
their-company. The Republican party, 


‘sink or swim, must stand fast for honest 


money. 


ENGLAND AT THE OLD GAME. 

Great Britain seems intent on picking a 
quarrel with the South African Republic, 
and fresh evidence is given in the tone of a 
second dispatch reperted to have been sent 
by Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. It 
was sent to Sir Hercules Robinson, but 
according to the correspondent of the New 
York World: 

Instructed him to riteiin President Kruger “hat 
With regard to the fifty-nine accused Uitlanders, be- 
sides the four leaders the British Government will 
treat execution of their sentences of fine, impris- 
onment and banishment as an act of deliberate 
hostility to Great Britain, *‘ which would be re- 
sented by active measures,’’ because it would re- 
sult in crippling the mining industry in the Rand. 

This added threat to President Kruger is 
consistent with the other efforts that have 
been made to goad him into a show of 
anger and active hostility. The most-sig- 
nificant of’ the others was the announce- 
ment by the London Times that “ if neces- 


sary Great Britain would send enough: 


troops to bring the Boers to their senses 
whatever might be their foreign alliances.” 
He has evaded all these previous traps by 
superior diplomacy, and it is not believed 
he will find any difficulty in continuing to 
be master of the situation. England 
writhes under the enforced inaction, but 
still. finds these same “ foreign alliances ” 
at which the Times sneers an insuperable 
obstacle to her usual violent method of tak- 
ing what she wants. Her hope is to pro- 
voke Kruger to some indiscretion that 
would give her an entering wedge, but he 
doesn’t ‘appear to be that kind of a Chief 
Executive. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE OPENS TODAY. 


The General Conference of Methodists | 


opens in Cleveland today, and promises to 
be the most memorable of any similar gath- 
ering in recent ‘Years. The spirit of prog- 
ress and consequent unrest that is stirring 
up the entire religious world hag reached 
Methodism last of all, and has divided the 
organization into two distidct factions. The 
conservative element is battling to preserve 
all the old features of the church govern- 
ment from the overwhelming onslaught of 
the members who seek a more democratic 
constitution consistent with the real char- 
acter of the church. The question of ad- 
mitting women as delegates is the chief 
issue, but in it is embodied the central prin- 
ciple of bringing the form and substance af 
Methodism closer together. ‘The women 
advocates comprise the great majority who 
believe the end of the century. should not find 
this great ecclesiastical body which is close 
to the hearts and sympathies of the common 
people still burdened with the rule of auitoc- 
racy, 
ernmentsthis one has aroused bitter antag- 
onism, but the imdications are the worst of 
the fight is over and only the formal sur- 
render of the obstructionists remains to 
complete the victory. Whether this willbe 
done at this session of the conference or at 


a later date is not known, but the justice of 


the new movement has proved so convinc- 
ing it would seem to be the part of wisdom 
to avoid protracted agitation and effect a 
settlement now. 
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THE currency difference. between Hopkins 
and Altgeld is that the former is for retain- 
ing the gold standard, with as much silver as 
can be kept at parity, while Altgeld is for the 
single silver standard, without any gold in 
circulation, because free coinage would 
expel the yellow metal, as it has done in all 
countries where frée coinage of silver is 
practiced, But silver can be used with the 
gold standard, as is shown in this country, 
where half a billion is in use and main- 
tained at parity; and in France, where 
there is 600 millions of coined silver, 
more or less, in-use, with 800 millions of gold. 
The stronger metal ean hold up the weaker 
in limited quantities, but when the weak, 
fluctuating metal is made the standard the 
former goes out of circulation in obedience 
to Gresham’s law that under free coinage the 
worse money always crowds out the better. 
Hence Altgeld is a single standard silverite. 
While this fight between the two Democratic 
bosses, Hopkins and Altgeld, is distracting 
to the Democrats it amuses the Republicans. 
The bitterer the fight the greater will their 
majority be next November, as the sound 
money Democrats will come over to their 
side of the issue. They look on such contests 
as they would at a Kilkenny cat fight where 
nothing but their tails were left. But their 
sympathies are rather with Hopkins, for 
while he represents Tammany politics as 
well as honest money, Altgeld stands for 
anarchy and rotten money. As a choice of 
odious evils the former is the lesser.

For them to 
begin so early in the spring is unprece- 
dented, and it is because fine grass butter is 
coming much earlier than usual, This may 
have the effect of making butter much lower 
in June than ever before, because the cold 
storage demand, which usually comes late 
in May and in June, will be practically out 
of the market. 

All |the prospects point to low prices for 
butter during the summer, and nothing but 
choice goods need be taken.

The scheme is to be a private enterprise 
for the purpose of taking wholesomeness, 
interest, and thrift into the homes of the 
locality. bounded by the fashionable. resi- 
dence district north of Ontario street and 
the mill and factory region along the river. 
It in no sense comtemplates charity—neither 
the gift of food nor clothes to the poor—but 
by personal contact with the mothers and 
children of a neighborhood where little sun- 
shine falls into the homes Miss Kirkland 
hopes, in an humble way, to become a min- 
ister of light. 

Miss Cordelia Kirkland, the sister of the 
ecucator and philanthropist, said last night 
at the new settlement house: 

‘** My sister does not wish the idea to ob- 
tain that she is attempting to start another 
Hull House. She has not the means or facil- 
ities if she wanted to do that. . But she pro- 
poses to start in an humble and limited way 
a kind of work to help this neighborhood, 
which she feels fully able to carry on her 
own shoulders. In time, with further sup- 
port, the institution may grow and develop 
-—its possibilities of course are wide—but for 
the present it will have only limited scope. 

‘First, a kindergarten will be started to 
gather in the little ‘rapscalions’ from the 
streets and alleys—children whose rearing 
might be altogether chance without some 
such influence as a neighborhood settlement 
offers. With the interest of the children as- 
sured the mothers will be drawn into the 
home. Mothers’ classes with various in- 
terests will be organized, such as cookery, 
sewing, making homes attractive, and home 
life interesting. Mothers will learn to gather 
here. at stated times, when entertainment 
will be furnished, and perhaps tea served.

| DR. EBERS IS STILL A CHRISTIAN, 


Writes a Letter to a Chicago Friend 
Denying Reports of His Bud. 
dhistic Views. | 


Dr. George Ebers of Germany, noted 


throughout the world as a student of Egypt. 


and a writer of tales pertaining to the an- 
cient days of that country, denies that he 
has embraced the Buddhist faith, despite the 
widely circulated and generally accepted’ 
report in this country to that effect. 

The denial is made by Dr. Ebers himself 
in a letter to Mrs. Elizabeth A. Reed of this 
city, also an Egyptologist. Dr. Ebers’ lan- 
guage cannot be-mistaken. He its still a 
Christian, he says, and will so remain “ to 
the end.”’. And further, he says, he is ed- 
ucating his children as Christians. 

The letter is a personal one to Mrs. Reed, 
but Dr. Ebers requests her to make public 
the communication and she gives the salient 
points to THE TRIBUNE. 

Dr. Ebers’ home isin Munich, but his letter 
is written from Muenchen-and bears date of 
March 28. Two days from the time he wrote 
it he started for Italy, where he is at present. 


Introducing the topic of religion in his let- 


ter, the writer says: 7 

“It is true that I find in Buddhism many 
true and beautiful thoughts, but I am: far 
from being a follower of that system. It 
seems to me also, as if that -which we call 
Christianity has absorbed much whieh is in 
opposition to the true intention of its founder, 
and a reform is necessary, but that has noth- 
ing to do with the person of Christ, who is to 
me supremely worthy of love. “ 

“The son of a virgin, born in a manger— 
he who. was spit upon, crucified upen the 
cross—how much dearer ‘he becomes to the 
weary and oppressed than the philosophical 
Prince of India! ‘ 

“Who bequeathed warmer, happier love 
than he who wore the crown of thorns—he 
who-was himself love, and gave it first to the 
world? Before his coming the circle 
of one’s love was confined to his péo- 
ple, his family, or some chosen ones, but 
he gave the world the love which embracés 
all mankind. Never could I absent myself 
from. Christ, for I love him and he knows 
love so well. 

*““No, worthy friend, I have not become a 
Buddhist, I remain Christian to the end, and 
also educate.my children as Christians. I 
teach them to love the holy one as earnestly 
as my mother taught these truths to me, her 
youngest son, and my warm-hearted,.Chris- 
tian wife stands by my side in this matter. 

“‘It is true that I know how to present 
other religions, especially Buddhism, but if 
you will make this communication public I 
gladly place it at your disposal, for it nat- 
urally follows that I would be,gliad to dis- 
credit this wonderful bit of information (7) 
which had its origin in Amergca, and show 
your countrymen that nothirg is farther 
from me than to become disloyal to Christ by 
attaching myself to any other religion.” 

The letter concludes with the following 
sentences. ‘‘ Next March I shall be 60’ years 
of age, and I have loved niuch, erred much, 
borne much, and worked much.”

BASEMENT DOES NOT SUIT THE DONOR. 


New School Butiding at Dunning . 
Stands Idle, While Children Study 
in Rented Rooms. 


School children at Dunning are attending 
classes in.a.few small rented rooms, while 
a new school. building, finished four months 
ago, is standing idle. The parents are in- 
dignant. A contract has been signed for the 
use of the old rooms for three months more. 

The new building has a basement that does 
not agree with the tastes of the man who 
Kindly allowed the use of some of his lots 
for theierection of the building, and he re- 
fuses to furnish more land needed for the 
proper equipment of the. school unless he 
is suitably requited financially.. This the 
School Board does not seem inelined to do. 

Twenty-one mogiths ago an escaped pa- 
tient from the nning Insane Asylum set 
fire to the old structure. The land on which 
the old buliding had stood belonged to a 
Scotchman named Robert Hastings. This 
man agreed to give a quit-claim deed for 
the land to the school authorities if a new 
Structure were put up, to cost not less than 
$10,000, a feature to bé a stone basement. 

It seems the new building took up about 
all the: old lot, leaving no space for a play 
ground or smaller accessory buildings need- 
ed for the maintenance of the school. So'it 
was found that before it could be occupied 
more land had to be added. 

Instead of building a stone basement, the 
new structure had been stuck on wooden 

sts. When it came to getting more land 

r the grounds Mr. Hastings asked for his 
lots a good round figure. School exercises 
were continued in rented rooms, and in 
order to hold the insurance a jJanitress had 
to be employed to stay in the new building. 
-She-ts now drawing $47 a month for the 
work and is improving her opportunities 
by hanging out the family clothes to dry 
over the furnace. 

Meanwhile the children are walking ho 
little distance to the only available rooms, 
those rented from a Swedish seminary in 
the edge of the town.’ People of the district 
are not a little indignant over the situation, 
but there seems to be no immediate hope 
of a change unless the School Board either 
pays Hastings his price for his land or puts 
another kind of a basement under the new 
building.

The spurious apostle asserted that the act 
y whieh the coinage laws of the United 
tates were amended in 1873 was enacted 
by theeCredit Mobilier Congress, leaving the

of 1873 was one of the most corrupt that 
ever cofhvened as a National Legislature. 
Harvey knew, or ought to have known, 
that the Credit Mobilier infamy was perpe- 
trated by the Congress of 1804. He knew, or 
ought to have known, that it was the Con- 
gress of 1873 which, through the Poland In- 
vestigating committee, exposed’ the Credit 
Mobilier frauds and caused the censure and 
expulsion of the members implicated in the 
corrupt deals. He knew, or ought to have 
known, that the Senate ‘of 1873 set the first 
example through which Senators who had 
secured their seats by purchase were driven 
from their places in disgrace. 

Harvey reiterated the false and oft-ex- 
ploded charge that the act of 1873 was se- 
cretly smuggled through Congress without 
debate and all publicity of its enactment 
corruptly suppressed, when he certainly 
knows and must have known that the bill 
in question was pending in Congress for over 
two years, and the discussions of its provis- 
ions cover forty-eight pages of the Congres- 
sional Record. 

Mr. Hiarvey made the assertion that the 
United States has less than one-half as 
much primary money now as it had per 
capita in 1873. Mr. Harvey knew, or ought 
to have known, that this is a most flagrant 
misstatement. According to Harvey, primary 
money is.goid and silver. In 1873 there was 
not a dollar of-gold or silver circulating as 
money in the United States, except in Cal- 
ifornia and Nevada. The entire money of 
the country was practically a paper credit 
currency. in. 1873 gold coins and silver dol- 
lars commanded a premium of from 12 to 18 
cents. Gold and. silver, whether coined or 
uncoined, were commodities and were no 
part ¢éf the circulating medium outside of 
California and Nevada. Customs duties 
were paid in gold, but importers had to buy 
their gold at a premium inthe market. The 
total volume of currency in the United 
States in 1873 was $751,881,800. The volume 
of gold and si'ver currency in the United 
States at this day will approximate $1,250,- 
000,000, and the amount of coined gold alone 
exceeds $625,000,000. In other words, while 
we did not have a single dollar of primary 
money in circulation in 1873 this side of Ne- 
vada; we now have a per capita of about $23, 
and of that nearly two-thirds is coin or se- 
cured by coin, and evéry dollar exchangeable 
at its.face value for gold. If the maxim, 
‘false in ore, false in all,"’ applies to Har- 
vey’s wild statements, he would not have a 
leg to stand upon.

FIRST SECTION COMMITTEE MAKES 
A FORMAL PROPOSITION, 


Property May Be Reorganized on a 
Basis of Par for First and 60 Per 
Cent for Second Section Bonds—As- 
sessment on Stock Would Probably: 
Follow—Diamond Match Is Firm 
and Closes Strong—Aid for Cripple 
Creek Suafferers. 

The committee representing the first mort- 
Bage bondholders of the Alley “ L’’ have 
submitted a formal proposition to the sec- 
ond section committee for the settlement of 
differences which now exist and which if 
accepted will bring about a reorganization 
of the property. It is for the carrying out 
of the plan proposed by the First Mortgage 
committee a month ago. The First Mort- 
gage committee aft that time adopted a 
Plan which it was announced would prove 


acceptable to first mortgage bondholders, 


and now the proposition is made in a formal 
manner to the Second Section committee. 
it establishes a ratio of 75 to 18 as repre- 
senting in the opinion of members of the 
committee the parity of value between the 
first. mortgage bonds and the extension 
bonds. This basis of value is reached on 
figuring the mileage covered by the two 
mortgages. The main line of the Alley “ L ”’. 
running from Congress street to Sixty-third 
street is 6.9 miles in length. The first mort- 
gage bonds are secured by a mortgage on 
this property. The extension on Sixty-third 
Street is 1.66 miles in length. The so-called 
extension bonds or second section bonds are 
secured by a first mortgae on this portion.of 
thé line and by a second mortgage on the 
‘main line. Figured on the basis of mileage 
the ratio of 75 to 18 is established. This 
would give to the holders of the first mort- 
Sage par for their bonds, or agian op ina 
new issue. It will give to the second section 
holders $1,800,000 of the new issue of bonds 
or 60 per cent of the present holdings, which 
now amount to $3,000,000. 
Formally Present the Report. 

There was a meeting of the first mortgage 
bondholders’ committee on Wednesday, and 
after a thorough discussion of the question 


it was decided to make formal presentation | 


of the matter to'the second section commit- 
tee. Heretofore no formal action has been 
taken further than to give out in a general 
way the plan outlined. “Numerous confer- 
ences have been held between members of 
the two committees, but they have always 
been of an informal character, No proposi- 
tion has ever been made-by either commit- 
tee looking to a settlement of differences. 
Nothing therefore has been done looking 
to a final settlement of differences further 
than the informal talks of committee mem- 
bers. It has been found the views of the 
members of the two committees were not as 
far apart as they had been in the past, and 
it was decided, therefore, to formally pre- 
sent the matter to the second section coni- 
mittee. , [ 
It remains now for the members of the 
second section committee to accept or re- 
ject this proposition or to submit a counter 
proposition which will more nearly meet 
their views. Some of the members have ex- 
pressed the view that the proposition of the 
first mortgage committee may be accepted 
with profit to the bondholders representec. 
Others oppase it. It is not believed L. Z. 
Leiter or his son, Joseph Leiter, who repre- 
sents him oh the committee, will agree to 
this proposal without a fight. If it is ac- 
cepted there still remains much to be done. 
This merely establishes the ratio of value 
of the two bonds, and does not provide for 
the money necessary to build extensions 
and to equip the line with electricity.
